
ORDINANCE NO. 06- 303 

AN ORDINANCE OF T H E  CITY COUNCIL OF T H E  CITY’OF LOS 
ALTOS AMENDING CHAPTER 2.04 OF T H E  LOS ALTOS MUNICIPAL 
CODE PERTAINING TO T H E  CITY COUNCIL TERMS OF OFFICE 

WHEREAS, state law allows the City of Los Altos City Council to enact an ordmance 
restricting the number of terms a person may serve on the City Council. Such an ordmance is 
required to be approved by the voters before becoming effective and cannot be repealed without the 
consent of the voters; and 

WHEREAS, hi June 1999 the City of Los Altos City Cound adopted Ordmance No. 99- 
370, Ballot Measure G, restricting any person from seelung more than two consecutive elective 
terms on the City Council, plus serving out any midterm vacancy to whch that person was 
appointed or elected. Measure G further provided that a person could have a break in service and 
then be appointed or elected should he or she choose to do so; and 

WHEREAS, prior to Measure G, the Los Altos Municipal Code had a policy of a two term 
limtt for members of the City Council; and 

WHEREAS, Measure G was approved by the voters and codified by Ordmance No. 99-370 
and applied to persons elected to the City Council or appointed thereto on November 2,1999; and 

WHEREAS, the current Los Altos Municipal Code has, conflicting provisions in that Section 
2.04.020, pertaining to the hutation of terms for City Councilmembers, and Section 2.040.030, 
pertaining to the policy of restricting consecutive terms, both s d  remain codified; and

WHEREAS, thls ordmance is necessary to correct such a confict, to avoid confusion and to 

assure the public and the elected Councilmembers what term of office will apply. 

The City Council of the City of Los Altos does hereby ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1. AMENDMENT OF CODE: 

Section 2.04.030 of Chapter 2.04 entitled “Policy restricting consecutive 
terms on the city council” is hereby repealed in its entirety. 

SECTION 2. CONSTITUTIONALITY. If any section, subsection, sentence, clause or phrase 
of ths  code is for any reason held to be invalid or unconstitutional, such decision shall not affect the 
validity of the remaining portions of h s  code. 

SECTION 3. PUBLICATION. This ordinance shall be published as provided in Government 
Code section 36933. 

SECTION 4. EFFECTIVE DATE. This ordmance shall be effective upon thc commencement 
of the thty-first day following the adoption date. I
